DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubUcation in this or a foreign country or in pubHc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
m the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-3 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ramey 
(#US 2002 /0075879 Al). 

Ramey teaches (with reference to (figure 8, 214-220; Paragraphs 0006-0010; paragraphs 
0012-0014) interface device with user data transmission system with storage for 
receiving voice data and switch voice data transmission system with storage for 
transmitting voice data via switch with programmable controller in communication with 
the two systems and enabling the receiving and transmitting as claimed, (see also 
paragraphs 0035-0039; Paragraphs 0054-0057). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 4-9 and 1 1-29 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. Claims 30-61 are allowed.
